Í attended the ennusl dinner meeting of the Carver TWA and 
Community Genter in Trenton on Wednesday evening. My attendance was at 
the request and insistence of the President of the Garver Board and the 
Chairman of the Carver Center Board, It was thought thet persone in st- 
tendance there would be very good people with whom I might discuss the 
purpose of my trip to Trenton, I was able to get across our interest in 
finding likely persons to some half dozen well placed community leaders. 
However, 1t is very interesting that the President of the 6: r Board 
mentioned during the discussion of achievements of the Carver Lge? rs 
the past year, that an official of Fairless Yorks had mggested 
that he send to Fairless Yorks any Negro interested in taking ap sete 
ship training. This was reported an a job to be credited to ‘che Tus.

= In Bristol I talked with Mro. MoGruder and attempted 
to run down $ apparently only a rumor, that Negroes have made domm-

payment» on properties being built in Jim Orow developments. No person 
spoken with had any definite information. Moreover, Mrs. MeGruder, her- 
self, is now of the opinion that no such down payments by anyone have 
been made. However, a tir. Larabee of the American Friends Service Com 
mittee, said that someone observed a Negro in the settlement office of 
Levitt Company, and believes that this Negro was there for the purpose 
of completing the process of purchasing a Levitt hone. This too is rumor 
but will have to be investigated on ay next trip, No further information 
could be secured about it while there, 


Songlusions gat Recospentations: 

We now have the machinery to turn up good prospects for our 
purposes in four cities mentioned above. On my next trip there, it is 
understood that I will intervien such persone reported to me from each 
State Employment office and by local residents. 


I indicated in each city that I would be there agein in 
about two weeks, It seems, therefore, proper that I continue this 
specifie effort on the general over-all plan of operation around Febre- 
ary $6, 1953. :
